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PREFACE 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Borough  of  Carmarthen. 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1953. 

As  in  former  years,  the  lack  of  housing  accommodation  was  the 
major  problem  that  had  to  be  faced.  Despite  the  number  of  new 
houses  built  and  occupied  during  the  year,  the  waiting  list  showed 
no  appreciable  diminution.  This  appears  to  be  attributable  to  the 
fact  that  quite  a number  of  families  are  weekly  moving  into  the 
town  as  the  hubsands’  work  is  centred  in  the  town.  If  this  trend 
continues  it  almost  seems  as  though  the  housing  problem  will 
continue  to  be  a matter  of  concern  for  some  time.  The  erection  of 
non-traditional  houses  and  the  speed  with  which  they  can  be  com- 
pleted and  occupied  should  undoubtedly  relieve  the  situation 
considerably.  It  is  very  desirable  that  steps  be  taken  to  acquire 
future  building  sites  early  enough  to  ensure  continuity  of  house 
erection. 

The  standardised  death-rate  for  the  year,  namely,  18.50,  when 
compared  with  the  death-rate  for  the  former  year,  namely,  12.81,  at 
first  sight  appears  rather  alarming.  However,  when  one  realises 
that  deaths  occurring  at  St.  David’s  Hospital  and  at  No.  1,  Penlan 
Road,  are  now  considered  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be  Borough 
Deaths  irrespective  of  the  normal  place  of  residence  of  such  persons, 
then  the  high  death-rate  figure  for  the  town  is  quite  understandable. 

During  the  year  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  cancer.  Approximately  77%  of  these  deaths  occurred 
in  persons  over  sixty  years  of  age,  and  there  were  practically  twice 
as  many  female  as  male  deaths. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
Staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
and  the  Council  for  the  whole-hearted  manner  in  which  they  have 
supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  continued 
support  and  help.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Carmarthen  Urban  District  Authority  is  comprised  of  the 
Parish  of  St.  Peter’s  and  is  5,223  acres  in  extent.  As  a result  of 
local  authority  and  private  house  construction  the  area  is  now 
essentially  an  urban  one  although  the  outskirts  of  the  town  still 
remain  essentially  rural  in  character. 

Population,  Rateable  Value,  etc. 

The  estimated  mid-year  Home-Population  given  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1953  is  11,970.

The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  is  £69,652  and  the  sum  repre- 
sented by  a penny  rate  is  £282. 

Social  Conditions 

Carmarthen  is  a very  old  borough  ; it  is  the  county  town  of 
Carmarthenshire  and  is  an  agricultural  centre.  Due  to  its 
geographical  situation,  it  is  the  hub  of  the  county  and  an  important 
centre,  especially  from  a road  communication  point  of  view.  Further- 
more, it  has  become  the  main  agricultural  marketing  centre  for 
West  Wales.  The  modem  cattle  market  opened  on  1st  April,  1952, 
has  undoubtedly  greatly  enhanced  the  already  high  repute  of  the 
cattle  mart  in  the  agricultural  world. 

There  has  been  no  special  industrial  development  during  the 
year.  The  Dried  Milk  Products  have  a large  factory  established 
within  the  Borough  boundary,  and  this  factory  receives  on  an 
average  40,000  gallons  of  milk  daily.  For  six  months  of  the  year 
this  milk  is  manufactured  into  the  Dried  Milk  Products  and  Sterilized 
Tinned  Milk,  and  for  the  other  six  months  it  is  transported  to  the 
South  Wales  Valleys  and  London  as  liquid  milk.  Not  only  is  this 
industry  a well  established  one  but  it  appears  to  be  expanding. 

The  main  occupations  are  associated  with  agriculture,  the  railway, 
shop  assistants,  clerical  work,  garage  workers  and  commercial 
travellers.  There  are  a few  mine  workers  living  in  the  Borough 
who  work  outside  the  area.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities 

In  the  investigation  and  control  of  infectious  disease  full  use  was 
made  of  the  facilities  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  Penlan  Road,  Carmarthen. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  and 
the  Station  in  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen  is  one  of  the  links  in  the 
County  Scheme  which  serves  the  whole  County. 

Hospital  Accommodation 
Infectious  Diseases 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
Nr.  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 
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General  Hospital  Facilities 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glan- 
gwili,  and  both  hospitals  are  known  as  the  West  Wales  General 
Hospital.  The  hospital  provides  treatment  for  general  medical  and 
surgical  diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 

Although  some  extra  accommodation  for  the  nursing  of  the 
chronic  sick  and  aged  has  been  provided  by  the  Welsh  Regional 
Hospital  Board  there  is  still  need  for  an  improvement  in  this 
direction. 

Maternity 

Considering  the  demand  for  beds  at  the  Maternity  Unit  a satis- 
factory service  was,  on  the  whole,  provided  for  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Borough.  This  Unit  continues  to  admit  all  expectant  mothers 
living  in  hutted  camps  and  those  living  in  unsatisfactory  home 
conditions,  and  their  co-operation  in  this  matter  has  been  much 
appreciated. 

Venereal  Diseases 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Disease.  There  are  no  clinics  in  the  Borough,  the  nearest 
being  at  Llanelly. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Administration  of  the  Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948 

Duties  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  under  the  Factories  Acts  have 
been  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  part  of  his  routine 
work,  and  a close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  Inspector  of 
Factories.

It  was  again  not  found  necessary  to  abstract  water  from  the  River 
Gwili.  I would  once  more  draw  attention  to  the  position  of  the 
water  supply  in  the  Borough.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  water 
supply  of  the  town  is  derived  from  more  than  one  source  a multiplicity 
of  chlorinating  points  have  to  be  established.  Furthermore,  one 
of  the  reservoirs  in  the  Cwmoernant  area  has  a most  un- 
satisfactory construction  which  gives  rise  to  considerable  trouble 
from  algae  growths,  and  although  these  are  treated  in  the  Spring 
of  each  year  it  frequently  happens  that  for  a short  time  after 
treatment  the  water  from  this  reservoir  has  rather  an  objectionable 
taste  and  smell.  The  water  supply  is  at  present  so  complex  that  it  is 
wellnigh  impossible  to  exert  that  control  which  is  so  necessary 
over  a public  water  supply. 

At  the  present  moment  the  safety  of  the  supply  is  ensured  by 
thorough  and  adequate  chlorination,  which,  though  at  times  gives 
rise  to  a decided  chlorine  taste  in  the  water,  does  at  least  obviate 
any  risk  from  possible  pollution  at  the  source.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

No  serious  epidemic  of  infectious  disease  occurred  during  the 
year.  In  particular  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  cases 
of  infantile  paralysis  and  no  cases  of  diphtheria. 

With  regard  to  diphtheria  I jshould  like  to  reiterate  my  statement 
of  last  year,  namely  freedom  from  diphtheria  is  entirely  due  to  the 
immunisation  which  has  taken  place  during  the  past  years,  and  if 
the  state  of  immunity  of  the  child  population  is  permitted  to  fall 
then  diphtheria  will  occur  again.  I cannot  stress  too  strongly  the 
need  for  the  immunisation  of  all  children,  and  also  the  value  of 
the  “ booster  ” or  “ re-inforcing  ” doses  at  five  and  eight  years  of 
age. 

Food  Poisoning 

One  isolated  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year,  the- 
case  in  question  being  a female  aged  21  years. 

Despite  exhaustive  investigations  the  source  of  origin  of  the 
infection  was  not  found. 

In  considering  food  poisoning  I should  like  to  emphasise  that 
despite  Rules  and  Regulations  laid  down  by  Parliament  for  the 
control  of  food  handlers,  the  ultimate  responsibility  rests  with  the 
individuals  themselves.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised 
that  all  food  handlers,  whether  in  public  restaurants,  canteens  or 
even  at  home,  should  maintain  the  highest  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  hygiene,  and  frequently  resort  to  the  use  of  soap  and  water  to 
keep  their  hands  clean. 

I should  like  to  point  out  that  all  shops  which  have  food  products- 
for  sale  should  take  the  utmost  precaution  (by  the  use  of  suitable 
coverings)  to  prevent  contamination  by  dust  and  flies.  Furthermore, 
they  should  see  that  there  are  adequate  washing  facilities  available 
for  their  staff  and  so  emphasise  and  encourage  that  standard  of 
cleanliness  which  is  so  desirable.

Hospital  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  is  still  inadequate,  not  so  much  from  the  accom- 
modation point  of  view  but  particularly  from  the  lack  of  nursing 
staff. 

As  the  Council’s  Housing  Programme  progressed  so  also  in  direct 
proportion  the  housing  of  tuberculous  persons  progressed.  One  in 
eight  of  all  new  houses  erected  was  available  for  the  housing  of  a 
tuberculous  person  whose  accommodation  was  such  that  he  was 
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considered  to  be  in  need  of  rehousing.  The  distribution  of  houses 
to  such  persons  was  under  the  direct  and  personal  control  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  many  points,  e.g.  acuteness  of  disease, 
potential  infection  of  children,  inadequate  and  insanitary  condition 
of  present  accommodation,  were  taken  into  consideration  in  deter- 
mining the  priority  of  allocation.  Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme 
some  nineteen  families  have  been  housed,  and  there  is  no  question 
that  the  provision  of  such  good  housing  conditions  has  greatly 
enhanced  their  convalescence  and  their  return  to  good  health. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949 

The  enforcement  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949  is 
the  duty  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  but  the  Local 
Authority  carries  out  the  supervision  of  milk  vendors. 

ICE-CREAM 

As  during  the  previous  year  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice- 
Cream  in  the  Borough  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947  to  1952. 
The  premises  of  Ice-Cream  retailers  and  manufacturers  are  regularly 
visited  and  supervised,  and  samples  are  taken  to  ascertain  the 
purity  of  the  supplies.  The  results  of  samples  taken  were  on  the 
whole  satisfactory. 

Again  I must  draw  attention  to  the  necessity  for  handlers  of  this 
product,  both  wholesalers  and  retailers,  to  maintain  a high  standard 
of  personal  hygiene  and  the  most  scrupulous  cleanliness  whilst 
carrying  out  their  work. 

The  number  of  Ice-Cream  retailers  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  37,  and  there  were  4 Ice-Cream  manufacturers.

The  fat  deficiency  in  the  case  of  five  of  the  samples  was  very 
small  and  no  action  was  considered  necessary  other  than  to  caution 
the  retailers  concerned.  One  sample  was  27%  deficient  in  fat 
and  this  was  followed  up  by  taking  " appeal  to  cow  ” samples  at 
the  farm.  These  “ appeal  to  cow  ” samples  were  reported  to  have 
fat  contents  below  the  required  minimum  of  3.00%  and  in  the 
circumstances  it  was  considered  inadvisable  to  take  legal  action.

These  samples  were  taken  at  schools,  school  kitchens,  hospitals, 
etc.,  in  the  Borough.

One  sample  of  Ice  Cream  was  47%  deficient  in  fat  content.  Legal 
action  was  taken  against  the  seller  and  the  Justices  imposed  a fine 
of  £5  with  £1  15s.  Od.  costs.  Another  sample  of  Ice-Cream  was 
7%  deficient  in  Sugar  content  and  the  seller  of  this  sample  was 
warned. 

The  fat  in  a sample  of  Whipped  Cream  Walnuts  was  reported  to 
be  in  a rancid  condition.  The  seller  was  instructed  to  withdraw 
the  remaining  stocks  from  sale  for  human  consumption. 

A sample  of  Imported  Honey  was  not  properly  marked  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  Merchandise  Marks  (Imported 
Goods)  Order,  1928,  and  the  seller  was  cautioned. 
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The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations,  1949 — 1953 

The  creamery  in  the  area,  in  respect  of  which  a licence  has  been 
granted  by  the  County  Council  authorising  the  sale  of  “ Pasteurised 
Milk  ” was  visited  regularly  for  the  purpose  of  taking  samples  of  the 
milk  and  ensuring  that  the  conditions  subject  to  which  the  licence 
was  granted  were  complied  with. 

Twenty-two  samples  of  “ Pasteurised  Milk  ” were  taken  at  this 
creamery  and  another  seventy-six  samples  were  taken  at  schools 
supplied  with  milk  from  this  creamery.  These  samples  were  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  for  examination. 
All  except  four  of  the  samples  satisfied  the  prescribed  tests  for 
“ Pasteurised  Milk.”
